The country gave him the signal to 
go ahead with his ramified new deal 
by sweeping Democrats into federal 
and state offices in unprecedented 
numbers in yesterday’s election. Far 
from losing ground as {js usual in off- 
year balloting the jubilant Democrats 
invaded such Republican fortresses as 
Pennsylvania and also seemed assur- 
ed of commanding a two-thirds major- 
ity in the House of Representatives.

But now Mr. Roosevelt has a two- 
thirds majority in both houses he ha; 
aso to handle a huge and strongly 
diverse crew of Democrats, ranging in 
color all the way from scarlet to dark 
blue. 

Today the United States asked it- 
self; What is Mr. Roosevelt going to 
do now that he has the country in the 
hollow of his hand. 

It seemed Republicanism as a party 
would cmerge from the landslide with 
less strength than ever before in his- 
tory.

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life .added to our curriculum our meth- 
ods aie the same, our teachers vary 
but little except as to name. About 
the only noticeable change is that the 
old school house gets a@ little drabber, 
a little shabbier each year. We can 
not brighten it up because we can not 
finance the much needed repairs. 


A casual inspection of the situation 
is'‘not very encouraging. It seems al- 
| most as if our rural school problem 
was beyond any help; that we are 
doomed to go on with a system that 
is outmoded, a system that is without 
vigor or vision. Are you people: satis- 
fied that your children are gettins 
the most out of the time that they 
spend in- he classroom? If not is the 
teacher at fault, is it the fault of the 
curriculum, or is it the fault of the 
own ideas of what should constitute 
'Q program of studies for the rural 
school? I have said that the outlook 
is black, but I also think that it is the 
darkness before dawn.I_ sincerely 
think that out of the present state of 
financial stringency and apparently 
aimless drifting of rural education 
there is soon going to arise a much 
more satisfactory. system. Indeed the 
signs are not lacking that this move- 
ment is already making itself appar- 
ent. I will mention some of these 
signs presently. 

Let us consider the general form 
that an educational system should 
take: Any form of education to be ef- 
fective, must reflect the daily life and 
‘interests of tha community which. it 
'sceks to serve. Ask yourself to what 
extent our present: system “of rural 
education meets this test. Agriculture 
is the basic industry with us; conseq- 
uently our rural education should be 
based on that fact. The schoo] must 
give expression to many things, chief 
among which are (1) Good scientific 
farming, rendering a fair return for 
labor and capital employed; and (2) 
a rural social life that more fully sat- 
isfies the people. 

Before ths rural school can take its 
place as a vital agency in the life of 
the community several important 
changes must be brought about. I will 
mention those that I consider to be 
the chief ones 1() The reorganization 
of the schools on a business basis with 
provision for maintainance. (2) The 
reorganization of the entire rural 
school course of study, making it more 
practical and morc cultural. (3) The 
establishment of a training shcool for 
the. specific purpose of turning out 
teachers solely for rural work. 


Iam not going to say anything. at 
this time: about the larger units be- 
cause I feel that, you all are familiar 
with the arguments: for and against 
this matter as we discussed this last 
year. Jj do, however, wish to empha- 
size at this time the matter of ade- 
quate provision. for maintanence and 
operaticn, I need not say anything to 
you people about the difficulty of op- 
erating schools. You all know what we 
have been up against for the past 
several years in this respect. What I 
do wish you to consider now is the 
matter of finding a solution for school 
financing so that in future we can at 

| least. be, sure that. the; essential oper- 
ation of our schools will not be je- 
pordized. I think that it is nothing 
short of a disgrace when the operat- 
ion of our schools is even questioned 
because of lack of finance in this, or 
any other province.’ There is appar- 
ently money available to carry on oth- 
er forms of service that are not nearly 
so essential as our schools, Why then 
is there difficulty in the matter of 
‘school finance. I am seriously suggest- 
ing to you that the only proper basi: 


‘| of taxation for school purposes is to 


make the province the taxing area. If 
this were done I feel sure that we 


svould always be in a position to fin- | 


ance our schools, 

‘It has been found that if the. prov- 
ince were divided into three divisions 
the following rates for school purposes 
would obtain on the present asses- 
ment: From the boundary to Calgary 
the rate would be six mills; from Cal- 
gary to Edmonton it would be seven 
mills; the northern part of the prov- 
ince would be twelve mills:. This 
would avernge about seven mills.

I'think that the need for a special 
training school for rural school teach- 
ers is almost self evident. The country 
has for too long been considered as 
a complement of the town and city. 
It has been considered that the train- 
ing given to the teacher for any 
school work should fit them for ser- 
vice in the rural areas.

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The Better Way 


A news item containing only a few lines appeared recently in one of 
Western Canada's daily papers. It was not featured in big type nor with 
display headings as are murders, accidents, strikes, meeting of protest over 
relief quotas, ete., but it nevertheless recorded an event of real importance to 
the community concerned which might well be accepted and acted upon by 
other communities all over the country. 4 

In order to provide a measure or relief assistance to people in need of it, 
the local authorities decided that, instead of continuing with a policy. of giv: 
ing direct relief to the exclusion of any and all other forms of assistance, 


they would provide a measure of work, and the news item to which refer- | 


ence is now made recorded the results, which, briefly, were: 

One hundred miles of rural telephone lines badly in need of repair were 
re-constructed, the old poles cut off and re-set, ten rural systems were re- 
duced to seven, the old wire and insulators thus saved were utilized to repair 


the lines on the seven systems, between 30 and 40 residents of the com-j| 


munity were each given fifteen days work, and the only cash outlay for new 
materials was $4.25. 

Several highly important things were thus accomplished. First and 
foremost these men instead of being placed deeper in debt; as they would 


have been if merely handed direct relief, were given remunerative work | 


which enabled them to discharge some of their past indebtedness. Secondly, 
the rural telephone systems which serve their own community were re- 
established for the benefit of the people there, and these systems likewise 
were again placed in a position as feeders to the long distance Government 
system. Thirdly, all the money expended, except $4.25, went to the people 
of the district who most badly needed it, and no additional capital debt was 
placed on the: rural telephone company, while the reduction of ten systems 
to seven should make for efficiency and less cost in operation. 

_It would appear to be gain to the people all round,—in work provided, 
in past debts or taxes reduced, in restored and improved telephone service 
for the community and the probability of larger future revenues to the 
Government long distance system. It was worthwhile, constructive work 
without the imposition of any additional burden of debt.; ~ may 

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to those 
occupying some position of authority in their particular community, that 
they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some kind 
of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 


could be employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community fis, have perfected a gun which will | 


a whole. 

There are other rural telephorie lines in Western Canada badly in need 
of repair and rehabilitation; there are local roads that call for improvement; 
there are school buildings that require attention and repairs; there are other 
things, large and small, that have been neglected because of lack-of funds. 
Why not make a survey of the community, and then organize the people 
to attend to all such matters, giving those in need of assistance’ an opportun- 
ity to work off burdensome arrears of taxes or earn a few dollars, instead 
of relying solely upon the distribution of direct relief. 

By the one method municipalities are placed in a stronger position fin- 
ancially because their tax arrearages are reduced; by the other both munici- 
palities and its residents are placed deeper in debt. Furthermore, by the 
one method the community as a whole is bettered and improved and its ser- 
vices and institutions efliciently maintained, and the morale of its people 
strengthened; by the other neither the municipality nor its residents have 
anything to show for their added liabilities but the fact that they maintained 
their existence, leaving to the future the ultimate discharge of those liabil- 
ities. 

What one community has done for its own advancement and the welfare 
of its people, many other communities can do, if they will. It requires 
thought, study, planning and organization, and a will to work. Meeting’ the 
absolute necessities of people through the distribution of direct relief is, no 
doubt, an easier way,—for the time being. But sooner or later the burden 
must be carricd, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it is de- 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes. Why not 
tackle it now in a forward-looking, constructive way? 

One method, it may be said in conclusion, inspires new hope and confi- 
dence, with one good example encouraging another, whereas the other 
method leads to deeper discouragement and a further loss of that self- 
reliance and determination to provide self-help which is essential to the 
maintenance and further progress of any people and of all communities.

Many People Are Slightly Deaf

Inspectors Checking Up To See That 
Consumers Receive Full Weight 


Recently inspectors of the Dairy 
and Cold Storage Branch of the Do- 

i of Agriculture 
have been making a closer check up 
of the weights of prints of butter in 
order to insure that the consumer is 
receiving full weight. This has dis- 
closed that the legal requirements 
concerning the sale of butter are not 
being strictly observed by scme ven- 
dors. 

These regulations provide in Sub- 
section 3 (a) of Section 6 of Part I. 
of The Dairy Industry Act that any 
butter intended for sale that has been | 
moulded or cut into prints, blocks, 
squares or pats must be:

Fuel may be saved by hanging a’ 
heavy curtain across a hallway or 
over a door. Such a curtain at the foot 
of the stairs will keep the heat down 
in the living rooms where it is needed 
most. It is better to keep some of the 
rooms comfortably warm and cozy 
than to have the chill off the whole 
house. 

On cold winter evenings the rooms 
may be kept more comfortable by pul- 
ling down the shades to cover the en- 
tire window. The shades act as insul- 
ators to keep out the cold. In very cold 
climates, storm doors and double win- 
dows are a great saving of fuel. It 
should always be possible, however, to 
get ventilation in the bedrooms at 
night, and it is healthier not to keep 
the house too warm; but to accustom 
oneself to a temperature of sixty- 
eight or not over seventy degrees, de- 
pending on age and health. 

If there is. a replace, much heat 
may escape up the chimney. Be sure 
to close the damper when the fireplace 
fs not in use. If there is no damper, 
make a wooden panel to fit the throat 
of the chimney and insert it in place 
when there is no fire on the hearth.

Premier Bracken proposes action in regard to the 
reclaiming of the drouth area of the West. The plan 
which he presented to the Canadian Club on Thurs- 
day will receive the considzration which jt deserves as 
coming from one who is not only head of the. govern- 
ment of one of the afflicted provinces but also*an expert 
agriculturist. It has already aroused interest in other 
parts of the country. 

Recognizing the magnitude and seriousness of the 
problem, Mr. Bracken indicates the necessity of all- 
round co-operation in dealing with it. This would in- 
clude the provincial and federal governments, the farm- 
ers, the loan companies and the railways He suggests 
a thorough study of the whole situation and the setting 
up of a central body by the Dominion government to co- 
ordinate all the plans. He would have the drouth area 
carefully surveyed and studied with regard to the agri- 
cultural possibilities of the different sections, the pre- 
vention of the too rapid run off of water, and other 
considerations. The best technical advice available 
would be obtained. 

It is a national problem and the cost of improve-— 
ment to be undertaken would have to be borne largely 
by the Dominion government. ‘There would be tree 
planting and the damming of streams to create water 
reservoirs. Inferior lands would be set aside as forest 
and grass land reserves. ;
